Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1951  on  the  Public 
Health  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Northfleet. 

The  report  is  submitted,  generally,  in  the  form  of  previous  years,  and  contains 
particulars  required  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  accordance  with  Circular  42/51. 
An  appendix  giving  up-to-date  information  on  the  National  Health  Service  is  included. 

The  statistical  section  of  the  report  this  year,  in  addition  to  giving  the  estimated 
population,  shows  the  actual  census  figures,  and  I  have  reproduced,  with  permission 
of  Her  Majesty’s  Stationery  Office,  an  extract  from  the  Preliminary  Census  Report, 
dealing  with  the  population  of  Northfleet. 

The  number  of  births  during  the  year  totalled  305 — an  increase  of  53  over  the 
preceding  year.  The  birth  rate  for  the  district,  16.18  compares  with  that  of  England 
and  Wales  of  15.5. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-two  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  an  increase  of 
1  over  1950.  The  death  rate  for  the  district  is  slightly  lower  than  that  for  the  whole 
country,  being  11.77  and  12.5  respectively.  Causes  of  death  in  numerical  order  of 
importance  were  heart  disease,  cerebral  haemorrhage  and  cancer. 
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I  have  shown  the  number  of  infectious  disease  notifications  in  a  tabulated  form 
covering  the  last  5  years.  It  will  be  seen  that  5  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred,  mild  in 
character,  and  for  the  third  successive  year,  no  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified.  335 
notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  measles,  chiefly  of  a  mild  form.  A11  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  was  notified,  and  one  death  occurred. 
Nine  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified,  two  of  which  proved  fatal. 

Northfleet’s  water  supply  was  augmented  by  the  new  borehole  at  Downs  Road, 
the  supply  from  which  became  available  during  the  middle  of  the  year. 

With  regard  to  housing,  the  Council  surpassed  all  previous  post-war  totals  for 
new  houses  completed,  by  erecting  143  houses,  but  existing  housing  conditions  are 
far  from  satisfactory,  and  at  the  recent  Health  Congress  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute 
it  was  suggested  that  the  question  of  economic  rents  and  the  high  cost  of  repairs  is  one 
of  major  importance,  and  it  was  hoped  that  steps  would  be  taken  at  an  early  date  to 
put  machinery  into  operation  for  grading  rents  according  to  the  standard  of  accom¬ 
modation  and  amenities  provided. 

I  have  once  again  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  encouragement 
afforded  me  by  the  Council  during  the  year,  and  to  extend  to  my  fellow  officers  and 
staff  my  appreciation  of  their  co-operation  and  loyalty.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Northfleet  has  for  its  northern  boundary  the  River  Thames.  On  its  eastern 
boundary  the  Borough  of  Gravesend.  The  Rural  Districts  of  Dartford  and  Strood 
form  the  southern  boundary  and  the  Urban  District  of  Swanscombe  is  on  the  west. 

The  level  of  the  ground  is  approximately  o  feet  above  sea  level  on  the 
northern  boundary  and  rises  to  approximately  300  feet  on  the  southern  boundary. 

Housing  development  is  occurring  chiefly  by  the  Council  housing  sites  at  the 
south  east,  and  land  zoned  for  this  purpose  is  also  being  utilised  in  the  area  on 
the  southern  boundary  of  the  district. 


The  level  of  employment  has  remained  fairly  constant  over  the  area  during  the 
past  few  years.  The  number  of  people  employed  in  the  major  industries  is  shown 
by  the  tabulated  list  below  as  approximately  5,000.

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NORTHFLEET  OLD  PEOPLE  S  WELFARE  COMMITTEE 


During  the  year  the  above  Committee  was  formed,  and  the  Hon.  Secretary, 
Mr.  A.  B.  Burrows,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information  in  connection 
with  its  activities  : — 

The  Committee  was  established  in  September,  1951,  members  being  drawn  from 
local  voluntary  organisations,  since  when  meetings  have  been  held  at  monthly 
intervals.  The  Committee  is  affiliated  to  the  Kent  Council  of  Social  Service  and  its 
objects  are  to  promote  and  assist  the  general  good  of  all  old  people  in  Northfleet 
in  whatever  ways  are  open  to  them,  by  providing  facilities  for  physical  and  mental 
recreation  and  the  relieving  of  poverty,  distress  or  sickness,  and  by  pursuing  any 
objects  of  a  charitable  nature  not  otherwise  already  provided  for  by  the  statutory 
authorities  and  voluntary  organisations. 

Since  its  inception,  the  Committee's  activities  have  been  increasingly  varied. 
There  is  one  Darby  and  Joan  Club  in  the  town.  Outings  have  been  arranged  for  the 
elderly  folk  and  a  number  of  cases  have  been  materially  assisted,  in  addition  to  the 
expansion  of  the  home  visiting  scheme. 

It  is  hoped  that  with  the  increase  of  funds  the  Committee’s  activities  will  be 
considerably  expanded  during  the  forthcoming  year.

CIRCULAR  2831— PROMOTION  OF  CLEANLINESS,  GOOD  HABITS 

AND  THE  ELIMINATION  OF  VERMINOUS  CONDITIONS. 

Cleansing  Station,  Brook  Vale,  Northfleet,  is  adapted  for  the  cleansing  o* 
verminous  persons,  lethane  is  used  in  cases  of  infestation  of  head.  Clothing  is 
disinfected  by  steam  disinfection  while  patients  are  undergoing  treatment. 

During  1951,  2  persons  were  treated.  As  a  consequencs  of  the  repeated 
reinfestation  of  a  schoolchild,  after  two  courses  of  treatment,  the  schoolchild’s 
condition  remained  satisfactory. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  AREA 


Water  Supply. 

Tile  public  supply  to  Northfieet  is  provided  by  two  wells  situated  at  the  Pumping 
Station,  Downs  Road,  owned  by  the  Gravesend  and  Milton  Water  Company,  one 
being  a  deep  well  sunk  in  chalk  and  the  other  a  borehole  sunk  to  a  depth  of  800' 
p)  obtain  water  from  the  green  sand  stratum. 

Mhis  latter  borehole  was  put  into  operation  for  the  first  time  during  July  1951, 
and  before  being  supplied  to  the  public,  samples  of  the  water  were  examined  by  the 
County  Bacteriologist  and  the  County  Analyst.  These  examinations  showed  that  the 
water  was  in  all  respects  fit  for  consumption,  and  details  of  the  reports  are  included 
in  Appendix  4  to  this  report. 

All  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  dechlorinated  at  the  source,  and  samples  of 
raw  water  and  treated  water,  before  going  into  supply,  are  submitted  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  at  regular  monthly  intervals,  and  a  chemical  analysis  at 
three  monthly  intervals.  Altogether,  during  the  year,  a  total  of  24  samples  of 
untreated  and  13  of  treated  water  were  submitted  to  the  County  Taboratories  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  four  samples  were  examined  by  the  County 
Analyst ;  details  of  all  the  reports  of  the  samples  are  included  in  the  Appendix. 

It  was  not  necessary  during  the  year  to  take  any  action  in  respect  of  any  form 
of  contamination. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  houses  in  the  area  are  supplied  from  the  public 
mains  with  an  internal  piped  supply.  Sixteen  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  by 
means  of  standpipes  in  the  yard.  These  houses  are  old,  and  when  circumstances 
permit,  it  is  proposed  to  make  representations  under  the  Housing  Act  for  the  proper¬ 
ties  to  be  included  in  Clearance  Areas. 

Sewerage. 

The  largest  part  of  Northfieet  is  on  the  main  drainage  system,  the  area  not  so 
provided  is  situated  in  the  rural  part  of  the  district  on  the  southern  boundary,  and 
contains  some  two  hundred  and  thirty  houses  which  are,  in  most  instances,  drained 
to  cesspools.  Meetings  have  taken  place  with  the  neighbouring  Rural  District  Council 
with  a  view  to  forming  a  joint  sewerage  scheme  to  provide  main  drainage  for  this 
area  and  adjacent  parishes.  The  proposed  sewer  would  discharge  into  the  Northfieet 
Sewage  Works. 

New  Housing 

The  Council’s  housing  plans  continue  to  mature  and  during  the  year  143  houses 
were  completed  on  the  new  estates  at  Coldharbour  Road  ;  a  further  12  new  houses 
were  erected  privately,  forming  the  very  valuable  total  of  155  new  dwellings  erected 
in  the  district  during  the  year. 

In  view  of  the  circumstances,  the  Council's,  contribution  of  143  new  houses 
completed  is  particularly  noteworthy,  forming  as  it  does  the  highest  number  in  the 
district  ever  completed  during  any  post-war  year. 

It  is  also  pleasing  for  me  to  record  the  consideration  afforded  in  the  allocation 
of  new  houses  to  persons  on  the  tuberculosis  register,  nine  such  persons  were  re-housed 
during  the  year. 
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Existing  Housing. 

Repairs  to  existing  houses  are  enforced  by  powers  vested  in  local  authorities 
by  the  appropriate  parts  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts,  and  a  summary 
of  this  work  carried  out  during  the  year  is  shown  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

It  becomes,  however,  progressively  more  difficult  to  discharge  these  statutory 
obligations  in  a  satisfactory  manner — throughout  the  country  evidence  is  available 
of  the  difficulty  being  experienced  by  local  authorities  in  their  endeavours  to  maintain 
existing  housing  accommodation  to  a  suitable  standard. 

Property  owners  are  by  law  required  to  keep  their  houses  in  a  satisfactory  state 
of  repair,  and  there  appears  to  be  a  need  for  a  re-adjustment  of  the  statute  relating 
to  rents  to  enable  owners  satisfactorily  to  discharge  their  legal  obligations. 

At  the  recent  Health  Congress  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  it  was  emphasised 
that  the  high  cost  of  repairs,  coupled  with  the  question  of  uneconomic  rents,  present 
a  problem  of  major  importance  in  the  maintenance  of  existing  houses  to  a  fit  standard 
and  that  legislators  and  administrators  have  the  responsibility  of  ensuing  that  all 
owners  are  given  encouragement  to  improve  conditions. 

The  Conference  therefore  expressed  the  wish  that  steps  should  be  taken  to 
revise  the  Rent  Restriction  Acts,  in  order  to  put  machinery  into  operation  for  grading 
rents  according  to  the  standard  of  accommodation  and  amenities  provided. 

The  question  of  the  preservation  of  sound  and  suitable  houses  is  one  which 
appears  to  me  to  be  of  first  importance  in  view  of  the  housing  shortage.  Unless 
steps  are  taken  to  arrest  the  steady  and  progressive  deterioration  of  otherwise  suit- 
ble  houses,  the  problem  of  the  insufficiency  of  houses  will  increase  with  time. 


CEMENT  DUST  NUISANCE 
Thames-side  Cement  Works — Position  in  June,  1252. 

Steel  shortage  is  still  retarding  the  programme  of  repairs  and  renewals,  especially 
as  regards  the  electrical  precipitators  at  Swanscombe.  However,  a  meeting  between 
the  Company  and  Messrs.  Lodge  Cottrell  with  a  view  to  considering  methods  of 
acceleration  of  the  precipitator  programme  has  been  fixed  for  July  2nd.  Whilst  on 
the  subject  of  Swanscombe  there  is  a  further  improvement  in  low-level  conditions 
in  that  emissions  from  the  Snowcrete  mills  are  now  taken  to  dust  arrestment  plant. 
Work  on  the  new  packing  plant  at  Swanscombe  is  now  going  ahead  (demolition 
operations  while  in  progress  may  have  increased  local  dust)  and  when  it  comes  into 
operation  it  is  hoped  it  will  lead  to  appreciable  reduction  in  the  amount  of  low-level 
dust  emission  which  still  occurs.  There  is  still  some  emission  from  a  clinker  handling 
unit  at  the  cliff  face  under  the  main  road  and  which,  in  spite  of  a  dust  arrestment 
plant,  may  still  cause  some  local  nuisance  ;  further  modifications  are  to  be  put  in 
hand. 

There  is  nothing  further  to  report  relative  to  Bevans  Works  where  conditions 
are  unchanged. 

At  Johnsons  Works  the  problem  is  difficult.  Much  of  the  cement  made  here  is 
of  the  special  sulphate-resisting  type  for  use  in  the  London  Clay  etc.,  formations. 
Operational  conditions  are  such  that  tendencies  for  condensation  and  corrosion  in 
the  flues  are  necessarily  maximal  and  maintenance  of  flues  and  precipitators  is  a 
serious  matter  ;  overhaul  is  virtually  continuous.  The  ancillary  processes  of  lime, 
hydralime  and  carbonate  of  lime  are  being  operated  with  care  so  that  dust  emission 
is  kept  to  a  minimum.  The  possibility  of  new  units  to  replace  some  of  those  in  operation 
is  under  consideration. 
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Regarding  Kent  Works  there  is  no  special  comment  to  be  made.  Dust  emissions 
at  both  high  and  low-levels  are  now  treated  by  approved  methods  and  the  problem 
is  one  of  maintenance. 

With  regard  to  works  North  of  the  river,  one  of  the  precipitators  at  the  Wouldliam 
Works  underwent  extensive  overhaul  in  February.  At  Metropolitan  Works  a  new 
packer  has  now  come  into  operation.  A  considerable  amount  of  work  had  been  done 
on  the  electrical  precipitators  here  and  although  conditions  are  better  than  they 
were  a  year  ago,  careful  supervision  is  still  needed — and  given. 

At  the  Tunnel  Works  there  are  two  small,  three  medium  and  two  very  large 
kilns,  the  five  last  named  being  fitted  with  electrical  precipitators.  One  of  the  small 
kilns  has  now  been  dismantled  and  will  be  replaced  by  a  medium  kiln  fitted  with  an 
electrical  precipitator.  On  April  15th  one  of  the  two  large  kilns  and  one  which  normally 
produces  a  rather  high  amount  of  dust  was  shut  down  for  repair  for  two  weeks  and 
during  this  period  the  electrical  precipitator  received  a  major  overhaul.  On  starting 
up,  however,  electrical  faults  and  “ ‘shorts”  manifested  themselves  and  developed  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  kiln  was  again  shut  down  for  2  days  from  20th  May  and  matters 
righted.  The  low-level  emission  from  handling  of  materials  continues,  but  prelimin¬ 
aries  for  the  new  transport  system  have  now  begun. 

There  is  also  at  Grays  an  “aggregate”  works  where  clay  is  calcined. 

INDUSTRIAL  HEALTH 

The  main  industrial  area  at  Northfleet  is  concentrated  along  the  river  front, 
where  there  are  six  large  factories  employing  approximately  5,000  persons.  These 
factories  all  have  mechanical  power  and  the  Council's  duties  in  relation  to  them 
consists,  chiefly,  as  to  the  adequacy  and  suitability  of  the  sanitary  conveniences, 
and  the  hygiene  of  the  canteens  and  drinking  water  supply. 

Altogether,  there  are  42  factories  on  the  Council's  Factories  Register,  34  having 
mechanical  power.  In  the  remaining  factories,  which  employ  few  persons,  the  Council 
is  responsible  for  administering  the  provisions  of  the  Factories  Act  relating  to 
cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation  and  conveniences,  etc. 

A  table  showing  the  inspections  carried  out  during  the  year  is  contained  in  a 
report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

In  all  the  large  factories  medical  services  are  provided,  and  in  one  factory  special 
medical  provision  is  made  for  the  workers  employed  in  handling  lead. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  83%  of  the  nation’s  factories  employ  fewer  than 
26  workers  each,  and  of  these  small  factories  only  0.4%  provide  medical  services.  O11 
the  other  hand,  of  the  2%  of  the  factories  employing  over  250  workers,  nearly  one- 
half  provide  medical  services.  It  would  be  wrong,  nowever,  to  gather  the  impression 
that,  because  medical  treatment  services  were  not  separately  provided  for  every 
factory  and  firm,  the  individual  worker  was  deprived  of  medical  treatment.  Bach 
worker  had  the  full  range  of  the  National  Health  Service  available  to  him,  exclusive 
of  whatever  might  be  provided  in  the  factory. 

The  treatment  of  individual  illness  or  accident,  however  efficient  and  necessary 
in  all  places  of  work,  does  not  in  itself  raise  the  general  level  of  industrial  health.  The 
main  problem  is  not  the  provision  of  more  doctors,  nurses  and  first-aid  workers 
providing  individual  treatment,  but  the  application  of  the  principles  of  preventive 
medicine  which  can  be  enforced  and  maintained.  This  should  be  provided  through  a 
medical  inspectorate  at  three  levels — central,  regional,  and  local — by  the  statutory 
co-ordination  of  medical  inspectorates  of  local  and  central  government. 
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E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Meat 

No  slaughter  houses  are  in  regular  operation  in  the  district,  premises  are  only 
used  very  occasionally  for  the  slaughter  of  self -supply  pig  keepers. 

Butchers  shops  and  meat  stores,  however,  are  subjected  to  a  routine  inspection 
by  the  Council's  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  they  are  examined  in  relation  to  the  Public 
Health  Meat  Regulations  and  the  Byelaws  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  relating  to  the  hand¬ 
ling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  etc. 

Food  Preparing  Premises. 

Restaurants,  restaurant  kitchens  and  canteens  are  subjected  to  routine  inspection 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  at  regular  intervals.

2 
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INFECTION  AND  DISINFECTION 

The  Northfleet  Council  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Strood  Rural  District 
Council  and  Swanscombe  Urban  District  Council  whereby  facilities  for  disinfection 
of  piemises  and  articles  are  provided  by  the  Northfleet  Council,  on  a  rechargeable 
basis.  Infected  articles  are  treated  at  the  steam-disinfection  station  at  Brookvale 
Depot,  Northfleet,  and  the  premises  are  sprayed  with  formalin  solution  and  formal¬ 
dehyde  gas.  Transport  is  provided  by  Northfleet. 

During  the  year  334  visits  were  made  investigating  cases  of  infectious  disease 
and  supervising  the  work  of  disinfecting.  After  such  disinfection  it  is  emphasised 
to  the  householders  that  their  premises  should  be  thoroughly  cleansed  and  washed.

INFESTATION  AND  DISINFESTATION 

Sixteen  premises  were  treated  for  bed  bugs  by  spraying  with  a  liquid  insecticide 
followed  by  fumigation  with  sulphur  candles.  Bedding  and  clothing  also,  where 

necessary,  being  treated  at  the  Brookvale  Depot.  Two  persons  were  treated  for  head 
lice. 

The  services  of  the  steam-disinfector  are  also  made  available  to  the  Swanscombe 
U.D.C.  and  the  Strood  R.D.C.,  when  required,  and  during  the  year  this  service  was 
extensively  used  for  the  treatment  of  mattresses  from  the  Anglo-Iranian  Oil  Company’s 
Construction  Camp  at  the  isle  of  Grain.  F  J

The  four  bakehouses  operating  within  the  district  were  regularly  visited  during 
the  year.  In  one  instance  a  bakehouse  was  enlarged  and  additional  sanitary  and 
washing  facilities  were  provided.  All  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

From  5th  July,  1948,  the  Kent  County  Council  have  been  the  responsible 
authority  for  providing  these  services  and  I  am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  and  his  staff  for  the  following  information  regarding  facilities*  available 
and  hours  of  attendance  at  the  Clinics  : — 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  and  Post-Natal  Clinics. 

Advice  and  ante-natal  care  is  given  at  these  clinics.

Women’s  Welfare  Clinics. 

These  clinics  are  provided  for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice  on  women's  minor 
ailments,  sterility  and  on  contraception  where  such  advice  is  necessary  for  medical 
reasons.

2nd,  3rd  and  4th  Tuesday  mornings  each  month. 

Child  Welfare  Centres. 

These  centres  are  open  at  the  days  and  times  set  out  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
advice  as  to  the  care  of  infants  and  children  under  the  age  of  five  years.

The  Northfleet  Nursery  School  provides  accommodation  for  the  daily  care  of 
children  between  the  ages  of  3  and  5  years,  Priority  is  given  to  the  children  of  mothers 
who  must  go  to  work  in  order  to  supplement  insufficient  wages  ;  widows,  children 
living  in  unhealthy,  cramped  home  conditions  ;  or  where  a  doctor  recommends 
admittance  because  of  unsuitable  home  life.  The  staff  is  trained  to  deal  with  difficult 
children  who  need  more  psychological  understanding  than  that  provided  at  home. 


Hours  of  attendance  at  the  Nursery  School  are  from  9  a.m.  to  3.30  p.m,  with 
normal  school  holiday  periods.  Meals  are  provided  for  the  sum  of  2/bd.  per  week. 
In  addition  to  the  ordinary  diet,  Ministry  of  Health  Cod  Tiver  Oil  Compound,  Orange 
Juice  and  two-thirds  of  a  pint  of  milk  is  given. 

At  present  40  children  are  accommodated  at  the  Nursery — 34  of  them  being  from 
the  Northfleet  area.  Application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  the  Superintendent, 
(Mrs.  Dowker),  at  the  Northfleet  Nursery  School,  London  Road,  Northfleet.

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HOSPITAL  SERVICES 

The  hospital  and  specialist  services,  including  institutions  for  the 
chronic  sick,  mental  homes,  maternity  homes,  convalescent  homes,  dispensaries 
and  out-patient  departments  are  administered  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Boards  set  up  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  The  South-East  Metropolitan 
Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  all  hospitals  in  Kent,  but  for  day  to 
day  administration  Hospital  Management  Committees  have  been  set  up  to  deal  with 
groups  of  hospitals.  The  District  Officer  is  supplied  with  particulars  relating 
to  each  hospital  in  his  district,  but  generally  speaking  admission  to  hospital  is  a 
matter  for  the  doctor  in  charge  of  the  patient  and  he  will  make  arrangements  direct 
with  the  hospital  authorities,  calling  upon  the  County  Ambulance  Service  for  the 
removal  of  the  patient  to  hospital  where  this  is  considered  necessary.

The  nearest  centre  which  keeps  emergency  supplies  of  sera  for  the  treatment 
of  anthrax,  botulism  and  snake-bite  is  North  Middlesex  Hospital,  Telephone  .
